Shipping  of  live  cattle  from  Felixstowe  Dock  commenced  in  January.  Cattle  are  shipped  to  Holland, 
France,  Germany  and  Belgium  in  vessels  carrying  from  100  to  350  head.  At  the  peak  period,  about  1,500 
head  were  being  shipped  per  week.  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  restrictions  in  the  Area  later  affected  this  traffic. 
Later  in  the  year  regulations  were  made  restricting  the  distance  cattle  could  be  moved  on  the  Continent 

after  landing  to  100  kilometres,  which  also  reduced  the  traffic.  The  average  now  is  about  400  head  per 

week.  Two  warehouses  at  the  Dock  were  converted  to  cattle  lairages,  and  as  the  drainage  from  these  passed 
direct  into  the  Dock,  it  was  agreed  that  this  drainage  would  pass  to  a sump  from  where  it  is  pumped  on 

the  ebb  tide.  Manure  is  stored  on  the  marshes  away  from  any  dwellings,  etc. 

Live  cattle  are  also  regularly  shipped  from  Parkeston  Quay  to  Rotterdam  twice  weekly.  The  stables  here 
are  used  for  lairage,  and  there  is  a properly  constructed  manure  pound. 

The  conditions  under  which  these  cattle  are  stored  and  shipped  from  both  Felixstowe  Dock  and 
Parkeston  Quay  are  considered  very  satisfactory.  Regulations  were  introduced  during  the  year  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  regarding  resting,  watering,  etc.,  of  cattle. 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  of  lairs,  manure  storage,  and  cattle  decks  of  vessels  to  ensure  that 
no  nuisance  is  caused. 

17,922  head  were  shipped  from  Felixstowe  Dock  during  the  year,  and  6,515  head  from  Parkeston  Quay.

SECTION  XIII.  INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCES 

Parkeston  Quay  is  mainly  used  by  vessels  on  the  Continental  and  Danish  services. 

Harwich  is  used  by  the  Train  Ferry  vessels  at  the  Terminal  there,  and  Trinity  House  vessels  at  their 
own  Pier.  There  are  also  a few  local  boats  engaged  in  shrimping  and  fishing  from  Harwich. 

There  were  considerably  more  foreign  arrivals  at  Felixstowe  Dock  during  the  year  owing  to  the  cattle 
export  trade.  The  Dock  is  also  used  by  small  coasting  vessels  carrying  grain. 

Mistley  Quay  is  mainly  used  by  small  coasting  vessels  with  grain.  There  were  a few  arrivals  from 
Sweden  and  Finland  with  timber. 

The  defects  found  in  vessels  during  the  year  were  mostly  of  a minor  character,  and  were  generally 
rectified  when  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Master  or  Owners.  In  some  instances  vessels  have  not  returned  to 
the  Port,  so  it  is  not  known  if  some  defects  were  rectified. 

Regular  preventive  treatment  against  vermin  infestation  is  carried  out  on  the  Railway-owned  vessels  by 
their  own  Infestation  Department  under  the  supervision  of  this  Authority. 

Two  of  the  Troopships  based  at  the  Port  have  been  treated  with  insecticidal  lacquer  which  has  proved 
very  effective  against  vermin  infestation.

SECTION  XVII.  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937-1945 

All  foodstuffs  landed  at  the  Port  were  subject  to  routine  inspection  under  these  Regulations.  Quan- 
tities and  descriptions  of  foodstuffs  landed  are  shown  in  Appendix  I.  Foodstuffs  seized  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  are  shown  in  Appendix  II. 

Regular  consignments  of  fresh  meat  and  offals  were  landed  from  Holland  during  the  year.  This  meat 
and  offals  was  of  prime  quality  and  was  generally  landed  in  first  class  condition.  Carcases  are  mostly 
carried  in  insulated  containers  containing  dry  ice.  No  evidence  of  disease  was  found  in  this  meat  or  offals. 
Over  3 tons  of  veal  carcase  meat  was  seized  for  decomposition,  mainly  caused  through  over-packing  con- 
tainers during  the  hot  weather.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  exporters.  It  was  also  necessary  on  one  or 
two  occasions  to  take  up  the  matter  of  more  hygienic  packing  of  offals. 

Two  instances  occurred  of  meat  products — sausages — arriving  without  official  inspection  certificates 
as  required  by  these  Regulations.  These  consignmentswere  detained  and  re-exported. 

Over  400,000  cases  of  fresh  fish  from  Holland  and  Denmark  were  landed  during  the  year.  This  fish  was 
in  first  class  condition.  A suggestion  was  made  to  the  Railway  Authorities  that  a plant  for  washing  food 
trucks  should  be  established  at  Parkeston  Quay.  They  would  not  agree  to  this,  but  they  did  agree  to 
keeping  a number  of  trucks  solely  for  fish  traffic  between  Parkeston  Quay  and  London.  This  has  led  to  a 
great  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  fish  trucks. 

Over  30,000  sacks  or  casks  of  mussels  and  oysters  arrived  during  the  year.  These  were  regularly 
sampled  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  standards  worked  on  being  those  accepted  by  the  Fish- 
mongers Company.  The  mussels  were  all  from  Denmark.  The  Danish  Authorities  only  allow  the  export 
to  this  Country  of  mussels  which  have  been  collected  in  one  location — the  Limfjord.  These  mussels  go 
through  a cleansing  plant  before  exportation.  29  mussels  samples  were  reported  as  Satisfactory,  and  one 
sample  Suspicious.  The  laboratory  reported  that  in  one  sample  Salmonella  typhi-murium  had  been  isolated. 
This  was  immediately  reported  to  the  Danish  Authorities  and  to  the  Health  Authorities  to  where  the 
mussels  were  consigned.  Subsequent  samples  were  all  reported  as  negative  for  Salmonella.  The  Danish 
Authorities  later  reported  that  they  had  taken  action  to  prevent  pollution  in  the  area  where  the  mussels  were 
collected  and  had  checked  the  cleansing  plant.  10  oyster  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 8 of  these  were  reported  as  Satisfactory,  and  2 Suspicious. 

Quantities  of  Dutch  peeled  shrimps  are  regularly  imported.  Enquiries  were  made  of  the  Dutch 
Authorities  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  these  shrimps  are  prepared.  It  was  learnt  that  most  of  these 
shrimps  are  peeled  in  private  homes.  The  head  of  the  household  must  have  a written  permit  from  the 
Director  of  the  Food  inspection  Service,  and  this  Service  supervises  the  conditions  under  which  the  shrimps 
are  peeled.  This  compares  broadly  with  the  conditions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Amendment)  Regulations, 
1957,  which  deal  with  the  preparation  of  shrimps  in  private  homes  in  this  Country. 

One  small  consignment  of  dried  egg  was  landed  from  Denmark.  Two  samples  from  this  consignment 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Both  samples  were  reported  negative  for  Salmonella, 
Staphylococci  and  faecal  coli. 

Reports  on  foodstuffs  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  are  shown  in 
Appendix  III. 
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A total  of  17  tons  19cwts  2 qtrs  11  lbs  of  foodstuffs  was  seized  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  during 
the  year. 


Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-1948 

Twelve  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  analysis  under  these  Regulations. 

One  sample  of  Dutch  peeled  shrimps  was  reported  as  containing  0.4%  boric  acid.  This  is  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  Regulations.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Dutch  Authorities.  Subsequent  samples  were 
reported  to  be  free  from  preservatives. 

A sample  of  canned  shrimps  from  Germany  was  reported  as  containing  1,300  p.p.m.  benzoic  acid. 
The  Regulations  do  not  permit  preservatives  in  canned  shrimps.  The  consignment  was  recovered  from  the 
Importer,  and  re-exported. 

The  other  samples  submitted  were  all  reported  as  complying  with  the  Regulations. 


Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926 

The  only  fresh  milk  or  cream  imported  was  for  the  American  Forces.  This  is  not  subject  to  the  Food 
Regulations  of  this  Country. 


Public  Health  (Food  Hygiene)  Regulations,  1956 

There  was  prolonged  negotiations  with  the  N.A.A.F.I.  Authorities  to  have  the  necessary  works  carried 
out  at  their  premises  on  Parkeston  Quay  so  that  the  premises  would  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down 
in  these  Regulations.  They  finally  decided  they  would  not  spend  the  amount  of  money  required  to  bring 
the  premises  up  to  standard,  and  it  was  agreed  that  all  food  preparation  would  cease  in  these  premises.
